Mike Dibbini enters his first oficial season at the helm 
of K-State women’s soccer in the 2016 season after being 
hired in December of 2014 as Kansas State's first intercol- 
legiate women’s soccer coach. 

Since K-State announced its intention to begin an in- 
tercollegiate women's soccer program in October of 2014, 
Dibbini has led K-State through the year and a half process 
‘of forming a program from the ground up 

Prior to becoming the inaugural head coach at K-State, 
Dibbini buit winning programs and successful student- 
athletes at the NCAA Division Il and NAIA levels. He is 
a 12-time conference coach of the year who led Kansas 
Wesleyan and Cal Poly Pomona to 13 postseason tourna- 
ment appearances and an overall career winning percent- 
age of .750 as a collegiate head coach (265-78-25). Dib- 
bini coached eight years at KWU leading both the men’s 
‘and women's programs before moving to Pomona in 2013. 

In just his second year at Cal Poly Pomona in 2014, 
Dibbini directed the Broncos to their best season in 15 
years with a 15-6-1 record and a No. 16 national ranking, 
the second-highest in program history. Cal Poly Pomona 
advanced to the Division I! West Region ttle game in the 
third round of the NCAA Tournament and produced six all-

GEN. RICHARD MYERS 
Interim President 
(Kansas State ‘65; Auburn ‘77) 


RETIRED FOUR-STAR GENERAL, U.S.A.E 
15TH CHAIRMAN OF THE JOINT CHIEFS OF STAFF 


Gen. Richard B. Myers was appointed interim president of Kansas State University on 
April 14, 2016, by the Kansas Board of Regents. 

A retired U.S. Air Force general, Myers graduated from K-State in 1965 with a bach- 
elor's degree in mechanical engineering and joined the Air Force through the university's 
Air Force ROTC program. 

The native Kansan from Merriam has served his country well and retired as a four-star 
‘eneral. From 2001-2005, he was the 15th chairman ofthe Joint Chefs of Staff. As chair- 
man, Myers was the highest-ranking uniformed officer of U.S. military forces and served 
as the principal military adviser to President George W. Bush, Secretary of Defense Donald 
Rumsfeld and the National Security Council 

As a command pilot, he has logged more than 4,100 flying hours, including 600 combat 
hours. His largest commands included U.S. Forces Japan and Sth Air Force at Yokota Air 
Base, Japan; Pacific Air Forces at Hickam Air Force Base, Hawai and the North American 
Aerospace Defense Command, U.S. Space Command and Air Force Space Command at 
Peterson Air Force Base in Colorado. He has received numerous awards and decorations 
for his service, which include Legion of Merit, French Legion of Honor and Presidential 
Medal of Freedom. 

Myers also is a Kansas State University Foundation professor of military history 
and leadership. He received a master’s degree in business administration from Auburn 
University in 1977, He also graduated from Air Command and Staff College at Maxwell Air 
Force Base in 1977; U.S. Army War College at Carlisle Barracks in 1981; and the John F 
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Kennedy School of Government at Harvard University, where he completed a program for 
Senior Executives in National and International Security, in 1991 

Throughout Myers’ active duty and world travels, he continued relationships with his 
friends back home. He has provided instruction, insight and inspiration to current students 
and the K-State community. In 2000, he presented the 118th Landan Lecture at Kansas 
State University, where he spoke about the military's role in international relations 
Kansas State University named Gen, Richard B. Myers Hall — the military science build- 
ing and home of the Army ROTC and Air Force ROTC programs — in honor of his service 
and dedication. 

Before becoming interim university president, Myers was chairman of the Kansas State 
University Foundation Board of Trustees. He and his wife, Mary Jo, serve as co-chairs of 
the Kansas State University Innovation and Inspiration Campaign to raise $1 billion
